No.  127.  Networking 

A  home  network  makes  life  much 
easier.  I  have  three  desktops  and  a  laptop 
networked  in  my  office,  plus  I  often  get  on 
the  network  from  my  basement  workshop. 
Let  me  explain. 

In  my  office,  a  little  box  is  connected 
to  three  desktop  computers  via  cables. 
The  box  is  called  a  switch;  actually,  it  is  a 
four-port  switch,  which  means  I  could  add 
a  fourth  computer,  but  I  only  have  three 
connected.  The  box  is  also  a  wireless  ac¬ 
cess  point  router.  It  has  two  little  anten¬ 
nas  on  it,  which  communicate  with  my 
laptop  with  no  physical  connections  be¬ 
tween  the  two  -  it  communicates  via  RF. 
So,  all  four  computers  can  communicate 
with  each  other,  and  they  are  all  members 
of  a  LAN,  or  Local  Area  Network.  I  can 
send  files  to  any  of  the  other  three  from 
the  computer  I  am  working  at,  or  I  can  pull 
files  from  any  of  the  others  to  the  machine 
I  am  working  at.  Indeed,  when  finished 
with  this  article,  I  will  put  copies  on  each 
of  the  other  three  as  backups.  A  typical 
Computer  Corner  file  will  take  well  under 
a  second  to  transfer.  Sure  beats  the  day  of 
the  “sneaker  net”  -  copying  a  file  to  a 
floppy,  then  taking  it  across  the  room  and 
copying  it  to  the  hard  drive  of  another  ma¬ 
chine. 

So,  the  four  machines  can  communi¬ 
cate.  But  there  is  more.  The  switch  is 
connected  via  a  short  cable  to  my  Cable 
Modem  that  provides  Roadrunner  service. 
That  means  that  all  four  computers  also 
have  access  to  the  Internet.  If  1  start  my 
Firefox  browser  on  any  of  the  computers,  I 
am  instantly  on  the  Internet  for  browsing, 
email  or  downloading  files.  So  my  LAN 
is  also  part  of  a  WAN  (Wide  Area  Net¬ 
work),  actually  a  world-wide  network,  the 
Internet. 

All  this  network  activity  takes  very 
little  time.  My  LAN  as  configured  can 
move  data  from  10  to  100  Mbps 
(megabytes  per  second).  When  transfer¬ 
ring  at  10  Mbps,  that  is  the  equivalent  of 
moving  about  seven  floppy  disks  full  of 
data  every  second.  At  100  Mbps,  70  flop¬ 
pies  worth  of  data  move  every  second! 

Some  of  you  may  know  that  for 


many  years,  I  have  been  rebuilding  com¬ 
puters  for  ARES/RACES  use  in  the  State 
of  Wisconsin.  I  physically  refurbish  do¬ 
nated  computers,  then  repartition  and  re¬ 
format  the  hard  drives  and  add  one  or  an¬ 
other  version  of  the  Windows  operating 
system.  Well,  there  are  lots  of  security 
and  other  updates  that  need  to  be  added  to 
whatever  version  of  Windows  I  am  work¬ 
ing  with.  I  do  it  in  my  basement  workshop 
by  connecting  to  my  LAN,  and  since  my 
LAN  is  connected  to  the  Internet,  it  is  easy 
to  download  the  needed  updates. 

How  is  this  done?  In  my  workshop  I 
have  a  little  “bauble”,  which  looks  much 
like  a  keychain  drive.  You  probably  have 
seen  keychain  drives  -  little  gadgets  that 
when  plugged  into  a  USB  port  become  a 
removable  drive,  and  allow  you  to  transfer 
32,  64,  128  Mb  or  even  a  gigabyte  or  two 
of  data  between  the  computer  and  the 
drive.  Well,  this  looks  like  a  keychain 
drive,  but  it  is  not.  Called  a  Wireless 
LAN  Mini  USB  Adapter,  it  instantly  con¬ 
nects  with  my  LAN,  two  floors  above, 
using  RF.  1  plug  it  in,  click  START,  then 
WINDOWS  UPDATE,  and  instantly  I  am 
on  the  Internet  getting  ready  to  download 
whatever  is  needed.  Boy,  does  that  bauble 
make  life  easier!  Oh  yes,  it  requires  the 
installation  of  a  driver,  but  that  takes  about 
a  minute.  I  keep  the  driver  and  installation 
program  handy  on  a  standard  keychain 
drive.  1  just  plug  that  drive  in  and  run  the 
program  (drivers  for  the  keychain  drive 
itself  are  built  into  all  modern  versions  of 
Windows,  so  no  driver  installation  is  nec¬ 
essary  for  that). 

Is  a  network  expensive?  No.  You 
can  buy  a  5-port  switch  for  about  $20. 
One  with  a  built-in  wireless  router  can  be 
had  for  about  $65.  You  will  need  to  add 
the  cost  of  cables  for  your  fixed  com¬ 
puters,  and  a  wireless  PC  card  for  your 
laptop.  You  may  even  find  some  of  this 
stuff  at  a  local  swapfest  -  keep  a  sharp  eye 
out.  Oh  yes,  add  a  bunch  of  time  to  get  it 
all  wired  and  running.  Get  a  local  net¬ 
working  guru  in  your  radio  club  to  help 
you  over  any  rough  spots  in  the  physical 
installation  and  setup.  And  please,  be  sure 
to  have  a  firewall  (Zone  Alarm)  and  virus 
protection  on  each  machine  on  the  network 
if  the  switch  is  to  be  connected  to  the 
Internet.  If  it  is,  each  computer  will  be 


connected  to  the  Internet  whenever  the  each  Field  Day  transmitter  site  for  the  last 

LAN  is  up  and  running  and  that  particular  couple  of  years.

No.  128.  A  Brief  History  of  Windows 

I  have  mentioned  before  that  Windows  NT  came  out  even  before  Windows  95,  and  thought 
you  might  like  to  see  a  brief  chronological  history  of  the  whole  Windows  line  to  date.

1985  Windowsl  .0 


NOTES 


Announced  in  1983  and  released  1985  as  an  extension  of  DOS, 
Windows  1.0  was  the  first  GUI  (Graphical  User  Interface)  released 
by  Microsoft.  Also  the  first  time  use  of  bitmap  displays  coupled 
with  a  mouse  pointing  device  to  control  Microsoft  programs. 


1987  Windows  2.0  Designed  for  use  with  the  Intel  286  processor  and  expanded  mem¬ 
ory.  GUI  improved. 


1990  Windows  3.0  The  first  widely  popular  version  of  Windows,  used  by  many  people 
with  the  newly  available  386  PC.  This  version  had  improved  per¬ 
formance  and  used  up  to  16  colors. 


Windows  NT 
3.1 


NT  stands  for  New  Technology,  an  Operating  System  (OS)  de¬ 
signed  for  business  applications.  This  first  version  was  designated 
3.1  to  be  consistent  with  Windows  3.1,  already  in  the  marketplace 
when  NT  was  released.  However,  Windows  3.1  was  still  a  16-bit 
operating  system,  while  NT  was  a  32-bit  OS.  Integrated  network¬ 
ing  and  high  security  made  it  a  natural  for  business. 


Windows  for  Workgroups  was  simply  an  updated  version  of  Win¬ 
dows  3x  that  incorporated  networking  and  peer-to-peer  workgroup 
support. 


Replacing  MS-DOS,  Windows  3.1  and  Windows  for  Workgroups, 
this  OS  incorporated  32-bit  Internet  software  support,  plug-n-play 
capabilities  and  enhanced  multimedia  support. 


1998  Windows  98  The  first  version  of  Windows  designed  specifically  for  consumers 
(as  opposed  to  computer  jockeys).  Much  improved  over  Windows 
95. 


1999  Windows  98SE  The  SE  stands  for  Second  Edition,  an  improved  version  that  fixed 
many  bugs  in  Win98.  The  first  consumer  OS  that  used  device 
drivers  that  also  worked  with  NT. 


Me  stands  for  Millennium  Edition,  an  OS  designed  for  home  users. 
The  last  OS  to  be  based  on  the  Windows  95  code  base.  Widely 
considered  Microsoft’s  poorest  OS. 


Designed  to  replace  Windows  95,  98  and  NT  Workstation  4,  this 
OS  was  built  on  the  NT  code  base  with  full  plug-n-play  support. 
Good  networking  support,  too. 


P  stands  for  Experience.  Also  built  on  the  NT  code  base,  XP 
was  designed  to  merge  Microsoft’s  business  and  consumer  oper¬ 
ating  systems  into  a  single  entity.  Three  versions  were  released  in 
2001.  XP  Home  Edition  is  a  simplified  version,  while  XP  Profes¬ 
sional  is  full-featured  with  enhanced  security  and  networking.  XP 
64-Bit  Edition  is  the  first  Microsoft  OS  that  can  use  the  new  64-bit 
processors.  Windows  XP  Media  Center  edition,  released  in  2002, 
sports  all  the  capabilities  of  XP  Professional  but  with  enhanced 
multimedia  support.  Also  released  in  2002  was  the  XP  Tablet  PC 
edition,  designed  specifically  for  notebooks  and  handwriting  recog¬ 
nition.

Windows  and  Windows  then  tells  you  the 
bald-faced  lie,  “I’ve  completed  your  job, 
boss.” 

Humans  can  even  give  commands 
directly  to  DOS  in  all  DOS-based  OS  in 
the  table  except  ME,  where  DOS  still  ex¬ 
ists  but  has  been  effectively  hidden  from 
human  view.  As  the  saying  used  to  go, 
“DOS  RULES”. 


That  is  a  thumbnail  chronological 
history  of  Windows,  but  it  leaves  out  an 
important  fact.  When  one  looks  at  the 
underlying  code  of  Windows,  there  have 
been  only  two  versions!  Look  at  the  next 
table. 


NT  is  a  different  story.  There  is  no 
underlying  DOS-based  OS  that  Windows 
has  to  talk  to.  It  can  do  everything  itself, 
including  talking  directly  to  the  hardware 
in  many  cases,  even  bypassing  the  BIOS. 


Windows  through  version  3x  (the  x 
stands  for  .0  -  .3),  95,  98  and  ME  all  are 
DOS-based  operating  systems.  That  is, 
MS-DOS  is  the  underlying  master  control¬ 
ler,  and  Windows  cannot  talk  directly  to 
the  hardware.  When  you  tell  Windows 
98se  to  write  to  a  floppy,  it  sends  a  request 
to  DOS  to  do  the  job.  DOS  then  asks  the 
BIOS  (Basic  Input/Output  System)  to  talk 
to  the  hardware  to  get  the  job  done.  When 
the  process  is  done,  DOS  reports  back  to 


The  whole  point  here,  though,  is  that 
there  is  very  little  new  under  the  sun.  The 
latest  and  greatest  XP  you  are  running  on 
your  home  computer  is  based  on  NT  code 
that  was  written  back  in  1994.  Oh,  there 
have  been  enhancements,  for  sure.  But  the 
underlying  base  is  still  old  stuff.  Maybe  it 
is  time  for  Microsoft  to  do  something 
really  new?  Like  an  OS  that  doesn’t  take  3 
-  5  minutes  to  boot  itself  up?  Happy  com¬ 
puting!

and  79  phone  Q’s  in  64  Wisconsin  coun¬ 
ties  using  5  watts.  He  also  set  a  new  re¬ 
cord  score  for  out-of-state  stations. 

Jim  began  his  amateur  radio  career 
in  1967  with  a  novice  callsign  of 
WN0RPI,  which  later  became  WA0RPI. 
After  a  bit  he  obtained  N0UR,  which  he 
says  is  a  shorter,  easier  call.  His  main 
interests  are  CW  (as  QRP)  and  contest¬ 
ing.  He  uses  an  Elecraft  K2  transceiver. 

Most  contacts  were  on  40  meters 
using  a  dipole.  His  80  meter  Q’s  were 
made  using  an  inverted  L  that’s  tuned  to 
the  CW  portion  of  the  band.  The  L  an¬ 
tenna  is  a  quarter-wave  wire  up  about  40 
feet,  with  two  buried  radials  and  two 
quarter-wave  radials  about  five  feet  above 
ground.  It  is  wrapped  around  the  house 
and  it  is  fed  with  coax. 

During  WIQP  he  concentrated  on 
CW,  but  would  tune  through  the  phone 
bands  when  there  was  nothing  new  on 
CW.  He  says  he  just  kept  moving  and 
tuning,  with  99%  of  his  contacts  made  via 
S/P,  which  stands  for  Search  and  Pounce. 

He  likes  the  great  turnout  of  WIQP 
with  its  short  time  frame.  He  does  have 
family  in  Wisconsin  along  with  many 
friends.  He  wishes  he  could  work  more 
Wisconsin  stations  on  20  meters.  He 
mentioned  an  advantage  being  next  to 
Wisconsin.  I  suspect  that  might  have 
helped,  although  being  QRP  must  have 
been  the  “negative”  part.  No  matter,  Jim 
still  won  the  single  operator  plaque  for 
the  highest  score  from  an  out-of-state 
entry. 

I  am  always  happy  to  be  able  to 
provide  articles  to  the  club  membership 
about  some  of  our  WIQP  participants.  It 
makes  me  proud  to  be  a  small  part  of  this 
very  popular  event  each  March.  I  hope 
that  WARAC  sponsorship  of  WIQP  will 
continue  for  many,  many  more  years.

RUNNING  BAREFOOT  IN  THE  SHACK  BY  THE  SACK 
WITH  A  LOW  DIPOLE 

By  Robert  Johnson,  WB9EIW 


What  does  that  headline  mean?  Well 
if  you’re  Bob  Johnson  WB9EIW  it  means 
that  he  does  not  use  a  linear,  his  shack  is  in 
his  bedroom,  and  his  75m  dipole  is  only 
up  less  than  20  feet.  Why  am  I  writing 
this?  Well,  I  think  since  computers  and 
cell  phones,  ham  radio  is  loosing  mem¬ 
bers.  One  reason  is  that  if  I  was  a  young 
person  and  found  out  that  rigs  can  run 
thousands  of  dollars  and  antennas  also 
thousands  plus  you  have  to  write  a  test  to 
get  a  license  I  would  not  be  very  interested 
either. 

First  of  all  do  not  confuse  Bob  John¬ 
son  WB9EIW  with  Bob  Johnson  W9XY. 
Bob  W9XY  does  have  a  linear,  his  shack 
is  NOT  in  his  bedroom  and  he  has  a  won¬ 
derful  antenna  system.  Just  look  him  up  on 
QRZ.com  if  you  want  to  read  about  a  real 
good  operator.  His  biography  is  worth 
reading.  One  of  his  claims  to  fame  is  that 
he  worked  King  Hussein  of  Jordan  and 
was  invited  over  to  visit  the  King  which  he 
did.  he  also  is  a  licensed  pilot.  I'm  proud 
he  has  the  same  handle  as  I  do. 

Now  back  to  the  old  Bob  Johnson 
(79)  80  in  May  of  2006.  He  used  to  live  in 
the  country  and  had  a  lot  of  space  and 
trees  to  put  up  antennas.  He  had  a  two 
element  quad  up  about  75  feet  and  even 
with  out  a  linear  could  break  most  pileups 
and  was  able  to  get  DXCC  on  10,  15,  and 
20  meters.  He  had  dipoles  for  40m  and 
80m  up  40  feet  and  50  feet  respectively. 
His  shack  was  in  the  basement  and  in  the 
winter  time  it  would  take  about  an  hour  for 
the  heat  to  get  up  to  a  comfortable  temp.

A  little  over  year  ago  he  moved  to 
town  to  keep  the  xyl  happy.  The  city  lot  is 
very  small  so  he  lost  the  big  two  element 
quad  and  now  has  a  vertical.  Boy,  I  sure 
miss  being  able  to  turn  that  quad  and  hear 
the  signals  get  lauder  and  lauder.  Now 


with  the  vertical  there  is  no  short  path  or 
long  path  and  of  course  no  turning  the 
antenna.  He  did  manage  to  squeeze  a  di¬ 
pole  up  on  the  small  lot  after  the  sugges¬ 
tion  from  Fred  W9KKM  in  the  Dells.  Be¬ 
cause  the  rig  is  in  his  bedroom  it  stays  on 
24/7.  At  night  it  is  set  for  3795  the  middle 
of  the  DX  window.  That  way  he  can  hear 
almost  any  signal  in  the  window  but  if 
they  are  very  far  off  freq.  they  sound  like 
Donald  Duck,  but  can  easily  be  tuned  in. 
Being  an  old  man  he  has  to  get  up  2-3 
times  a  night  to  use  the  sandbox  so  he 
checks  when  he  gets  up  and  has  worked 
about  40  new  ones  on  75m.  The  pile  ups 
are  much  smaller  in  the  middle  of  the 
night.  I'm  not  a  very  good  CW  man  but 
guess  I'll  have  to  break  down  and  work  cw 
on  40m  because  there  is  very  little  DX  on 
phone  there. 

What  I'm  trying  to  say  is  that  with  a 
piece  of  wire  cut  to  right  length  and  a  used 
xmtr  you  can  have  an  awful  lot  of  fun 
without  spending  thousands  of  $  to  get 
started.
